Its most effec- 
tive range is still only ‘between two 
and a half and three and three-quart- 
er miles. 

In making these improvements, the 
German gunners have decreased the 
efficiency of the field gun at the 
shorter ranges, since the longer bar- 
rel causes the piece to heat more 
rapidly than the old model and thus 
prevents the battery from maintain-

What the United States Government 

_ Is Asking of Its People 

The manner by which food can be 
saved is as simple as the need of 
saving our food and is as obvioys, 

The government asks every. citizen 
té have one wheatless day each week 
and one wheatiess meal éach day. 
The wheatless day selected is Wed- 
nesday. Wheatiess means the elimi- 
nation of all wheat products; wheth- 
er in = br cereal, or the familiar 
and nourishitig dish of the Italian— 
spaghetti, . 

e government asks every citizen 
to-have one meatless day each week 
and one meatless meal each day of 
the week. The meatless day selected 
by the government is Tucsday. Mr. 

igh-Cost-of-Living will doubtless 
add many other meatless davs to the 
schedule of the average citizen. A 
meatless meal or a meatless day is a 
méal or a day on which no beef, 
pork, mutton, veal or lamb, and no 
peecees meat, suchas beef, bacon, 

m or iard, is consumed, 

The goveru...cnt has recently ad- 
ded to its wheatless and meatless 

hedule a: special day dedicated to 
the protection of his Majesty King 
Pig. On’ Saturday pig in all forms 
is tabooed, whether it appears on the 
table as breakfast bacon, chops or 
cold slices of ham. Doughnuts and 
all other products fried in lard come 
equally under the ban, 

The last great food staple which 
must be conserved, if we are to win 
the war, is sugar. The government 
expects there will be enough sugar 
available to supply every household 


in the country on a.basis of three: 


pounds of sugar for each person per 
month. This is the maximum. If we 
can get along with less by the sub- 
stitution of syrups not made 
sugar, so much the better. Gifts of 
candy, even though made ‘with the 
most romantic of purposes in the 
world, souls be looked upon ..with 
‘suspicion. “Coffée and tea are s 
potable liquids, even though. they do 
not contain three lumps of sugar per 
cup. 

And there is another class of peo- 
ple besides the dwindling number of 
those who are declining to save who 
are also helping to defeat the pur- 
pose of the food administration—and 
the United States and its allies. 

These people not only save, but 
they save too much. But they save 
not by using food products wisely, 
but by keeping them out of general 
use. The food hoarders are those 
who buy more foodstuffs than’ they 
customarily keep at home in time of 
peace. The government does not ask 
us to go hungry; it only asks us to 
eat those things which cannot be 
shipped abroad. When we think of 
what our allies have suffered for the 
past three years, the government’s 
demand that we sacrifice some of 
our ease and convenience is almost 
too small a sacrifice to come under a 
reasonable definition of that word.

Making Potash 


Success Attends Effort to Secure 
Product from Ontario Feldspar 


Another impo?tant stage has been 
passed in the attempt to solve the 
problem of extracting, on a commer- 
cially practical scale, from Ontario 
feldspar, its contents of potash, in 
the supply of which Germany has 
had a monopoly for half @ céntury, 
and which monopoly some -of* her 
scientists still. boast will enable her 
to control the world trade after the 
war. 

This stage is the successful opera- 
tion in Toronto of an experimental 
plant, which, though a demonstration 
plant only, is turning out potash at 
the rate of one ton a day. 

The proprietors and promotors are 
the National Potash Corporation, 
Limited, the experimnetal plant is on 
Spadina avenue, the commercial 
plant is under construction at Grav- 
enhurst, and witl be 40 times the 
size of the demonstration plant, 

The United States government has 
placed orders with the company for 
two tons of potash~a day for the 
next two years. This is to be used 
for making permanganate of potash, 
a powerful Peintectant for the army. 
The British government has 
made application for a supply,

If re 
tail dealers should attempt to charge 
an unreasonable profit ‘on potatoes 
the food controller is prepared to fix 
the margin of profit. and, if necessary, 
to fix maximum prices.

‘ithe order. He also‘ tried to get pos- 


session of the manuscript, but failed. 

The bearing of the ‘case on the 
present war consists in the fact that, 
as the kaiser is the head and front of 
the German offensive against the rest 
of mankind, and as_ the Bismarck 
book would beyond doubt do him ir- 
reparable damage all over the world, 
including his own country and Aus- 
tria, there are many who urge that 
the English government should seize 
the manuscript as enemy property 
and publish it as a war measure. The 
only reason why it has not been seiz- 
ed and published is said to be that 
such action would injure the reputa- 
tion for security now enjoyed by the 
Bank of England. When one reflects 
on how little concern an agreement 
on a “scrap of paper,” given under 
the most solemn circumstances, has 
for the kaiser and his hordes, it trics 
one’s patience to have our British 
ally balancing the reputation of a 
bank against the cauSe of the world’s 
democracy. Why take any risk with 
an enemy in whom no faith can be 
placed? The world has a right to 
know all that can be known about 
the greatest enemy the hunan race 
has produced in recent years.
